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INTRODUCTION AND SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


Introduction 


This report is an analysis of jobs data for Marin County. The data are drawn 
primarily from the !980 Census with reference to data for 1950-1970, as well. Three 
major employment topics are covered: 


|. descriptions of the labor force, 
2. occupational categories, 
3. employment by industry classifications. 


Information is presented for Marin in the context of the nine-county Bay Area 
region. Comparisons are also made to jobs data for California and the nation. 


Findings 


% 


Information from the 1980 Census indicated that of the 222,568 people living in 
Marin County, 123,354 were in the labor force. 


With a labor force participation of more than 55% of the population, Marin ranked 
higher than the region, state or nation. 


The growth rate of the labor force in Marin was five times the growth rate of the 
population between 1970 and 1980. 


Since 1950, Marin has experienced a more rapid increase in the labor force than the 
region, state, or nation. 


Since 1960, the rate at which women have entered the labor force in Marin has 
outpaced that of men. 


Historically Marin has had a lower unemployment rate than that of the region, state 
or nation. 


In 1980, Marin residents were primarily employed in managerial, professional, and 
administrative support occupations. 


In 1980, the administrative support category was the largest single occupational 
group for Marin residents. 


Employed Marin residents held jobs primarily in the retail, finance/insurance/real 
estate, health services, and manufacturing sectors of the economy. 


During the 1970's, employment for Marin residents grew fastest in the retail and 
financial sectors. 


By 1980, one out of every four jobs available in Marin County was in the retail . 
sector. 


A total of 57% of the jobs available in Marin in 1980 were in the health/educational 
services, retail, or financial sectors. 


In 1980, there were 40% more resident workers than jobs in Marin County. 


THE MARIN COUNTY LABOR FORCE 


Total Labor Force 


The 1980 Census reported that 
there were 123,354 people in the Marin 
County labor force. This number 
accounted for 55% of the total County 
population of 222,568. The labor force 
figures included three categories of 
people: 


|. those employed, 
2. those seeking work, and 
3. those in the Armed Forces. 


By far, the largest number of 
people in the labor force. were 
employed. Less than 4% of the 1980 
labor force in Marin was unemployed, 
while those in the Armed Forces made up 
less than 1% of the county labor force. 


The remaining 45% of the 
population which was not in the labor 
force, in 1980, was either below the age 
of 16 or fell into one of five categories: 


|. students, 

2. homemakers, 

3. retired workers, 

4, institutional inmates, 

5. people with work disabilities. 


Approximately 43,000 residents or 19% 
of the population were below the age of 
16. The remaining 56,200 people 
comprised the 25% of the population who 
were |6 or older but not in the labor 
force.

In 1980, Marin had a higher percentage of the population in the labor force than the Bay 


Area, State or Nation. 


Growth of the Labor Force 


In the past three decades, the 
Marin County labor force has increased 
from 33,814 to 123,354 people. The most 
significant increase occurred from |970 
to 1980 when the labor force grew at a 
rate five times that of the population. 
The population increased only 7% from 
1970 to 1980, while Marin's total force 
increased 40%. The population grew by 
only 14,418 people, while an additional 
34,937 people joined the labor force. 


The following table shows three 
decades of change in the Marin County 
labor force in relation to the changes in 
the region, state and nation. It gives the 
numbers of people in both the armed 
forces and the civilian labor force, as 
well as their sum, shown as the total 
labor force. Following this table, 
references to the labor force will 
indicate the "civilian" labor force only, 
unless noted otherwise. 


Military personnel decreased in 
gross numbers during the 1970's in Marin, 
the region, the state and the nation. 
Between 1970 and 1980, the number of 
military personnel living in Marin 
decreased by 54.4%, a loss of more than 
2,000 people in the Armed Forces. 
Regional, state and national decreases 
were all less than half of the county 
percentage decrease. 


While the number of military 
personnel was decreasing from 1970 to 
1980, the Marin County civilian labor 
force grew by 43.8%. This percentage 
increase represented an addition of 
37,000 people to the civilian labor 
force. Increases in the Marin County 
civilian labor force have exceeded those 
of the region, state or nation for the past 
three decades.

For the past thirty years, the civilian labor force in Marin has been growing at a more rapid rate than that of the region, 
state or nation. The armed forces portion of the total labor force, however, has declined at a more rapid rate in Marin than 
in these other areas. 


Labor Force Participation 


Labor force participation rates are 
measured by the number of persons 
employed and those seeking work divided 
by the total population. In |980 the total 
labor force participation rate for Marin 
County residents was 55% of the 
population. This rate exceeded rates for 
the region, state, and nation. 


The labor force participation rate 
for the overall Bay Area, at 52%, was 


lower than Marin's, but higher than that 
for California, at 49%. The nation's 
labor force participation was lower still, 
at 47% of the population. The 1980 
Census also marked the first time in 
thirty years that Marin's participation 
rate exceeded the overall Bay Area 
participation rates. Prior to 1970, labor 
force participation rates for the Bay 
Area, state and nation were greater than 
those in Marin.

Labor force participation rates for Marin in 1960 were slightly lower than regional, state 
and national figures. By 1980, however, Marin had more people working per capita than 
the region, state or nation. Most notable was the increase in female Participation in the 
county's labor force. From 1960 to 1980, women's Participation in the labor force 
increased from 24% to 48%.

In 1980, Marin had the second highest labor force participation rate in the Bay Area. 
Only San Mateo with 55.5% had a slightly higher labor force participation rate than 
Marin's 55.4%. 


Women in the Labor Force 


A substantial share of the increase 
in the Marin County labor force by |980 
was attributable to the participation of 
women in record numbers. From 1970 to 
1980, an additional 22,801 women 
entered the Marin labor force, while the 
number of men increased by only 12,136, 


Similarly, for the three decades 
prior to 1980, the proportion of women in 
the Marin labor force grew compared to 
the proportion of men. Thirty years 
earlier, women workers accounted for 
only 29% of the county's labor force. By 
1980, women made up 45% of the 
county's labor force. During the past 


three decades, the rate at which women ~ 


in Marin have entered the labor force has 
been greater than similar rates for the 
region, state or nation. 


Although the general trend at all 
levels of aggregation was one of 
increasing labor force participation by 
women, Marin showed the most marked 
increases. For example, between 1970 
and 1980, 72% more women entered the

labor force in Marin. In the Bay Area, 
during these same |0 years, 56% more 
women entered the labor force. For 
California, there was a 60% increase in 
the number of women in the state labor 
force, while the nation experienced only 
a 45% increase. 


In contrast to the sharp increase in 
the number of women in the total Marin 
labor force in the 1970's, there were 
2,011 fewer women in the armed forces 
in 1980. This decrease in Marin was not 
reflective of regional, state and national 
trends which ~~ showed _ significant 
increases in the number of women 
participating in the armed forces during 
the 1970's. 


In the United States, more than 
100,000 women joined the ranks of the 
armed forces between 1970 and |980. In 
1960, there were 60 men for every wo- 
man in the national armed forces. By 
1980, there were only 10 men for every 
woman in the U.S. armed forces. In 
Marin, the ratio was 13.4 men for every 
woman in the armed forces in | 980.

Since 1950, women have entered the labor force in Marin County and the Bay Area as a whole at a faster rate than men. 
From 1970 to 1980, the growth rate for women in Marin's labor force was three times that of men, reflecting an additional 
22,80! women in the labor force compared to only 12,136 additional men.

The labor force living in Marin as of 1980 had a higher percentage of White workers than any 
other Bay Area county.

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- The 1970 data showed Marin's labor 
force to be 96.7% White, |.5% Black, and 
1.8% Other. Since the 1980 data 
indicated a 94% White labor force in 
Marin, the county work force became 
more racially diverse during the 1970's, 


In 1970, the Black male 
unemployment rate was 19% and 
accounted for 6% of the total male 
unemployment in the county. This means 
that one out of every five Black male 
workers in Marin, during 1970, was 
without a job. By 1980, the Black male 
unemployment rate had decreased to 
11.5%, so that one out of every ten Black 
male workers in Marin during !980 was 
out of work. Unemployment rates for 
Black women in Marin have historically 
been lower than unemployment rates for 
Black men. 


Among the racial groups in Marin, 
American Indians had the highest |980 


labor force participation rate. Both 
Asian and White racial groups had more 
than 50% participation in the labor 
force. Workers with Spanish Surnames 
(not a racial group) had a particiaption 
rate just under 50%. 


The Black population of Marin had 
a participation rate of 41%. Although 
this Black participation rate was lower 
than rates for most other racial groups in 
the county, it changes dramatically when 
the Black population of San Quentin 
(Census Tract 1220) is not included in the 
calculation. Once San Quentin has been 
excluded from the calculation, the Black 
labor force of Marin drops to 2,248 
workers and the Black population 
becomes 4,389 people. These adjust- 
ments indicate a 1980 Black labor force 
participation rate of 51%.

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Employment and Unemployment in Marin 


The percentage of employed 
workers in the labor force has been both 
constant and relatively high in Marin 
County since 1950. In 1950, 96.6% of the 
labor force living in - Marin was 
employed. By 1980, this employment 
figure dipped slightly to 96.1%. Between 
1950 and 1980 there were only slight 
changes in the percentage of employed 
workers living in Marin. 


The percentage of employed 
workers in Marin was generally higher 
than comparable figures at the regional, 
state and national levels of aggregation, 
leaving only a small percentage of local 
workers unemployed. The unemployment 
figure for Marin, in 1980, was 3.9%, 
while unemployment for the region, at 
this time, was 5.5%. State and national 
unemployment figures, in 1980, were also 
higher than Marin; both were at 6.5%.

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Regional Shares of the Labor Force 
Living in Marin 


Between 1950 and 1980, the 
regional share of the labor force living in 
Marin (4.6%) grew to more than the 
regional share of population living in 
Marin (4.3%). The graph on the following 
page shows how the relationship of these 


two factors of regional shares have 
changed over the past 30 years. 
Similarly, the regional shares table, 
below, provides the regional shares of 
the local labor force composition over 
time.

In 1980 Marin's regional shares of people "unemployed" (3.2%) and "not in the labor force” 
(4.1%) were lower than the 4.3% of the Bay Area population who lived in Marin. 


For the first time since 1950, the 
1980 regional share of workers living in 
Marin was greater then the regional 
share of Bay Area population living in 
Marin. Both the local shares of 
population and labor force have been 
increasing since 1950. The labor force 
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shares have increased more rapidly than 
the population due to the fact that the 
1980 population had proportionally fewer 
young people and a smaller fraction of 
people not in the labor force than did the 
1950 Marin County population. 
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Marin County's share of the regional labor force grew to more than it's share of the regional population during the 1970's. 
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JOBS HELD BY MARIN COUNTY RESIDENTS 


Occupational Categories 


The Marin County labor force 
includes workers in a wide range of 
occupations. Common distinctions such 
as blue or white collar, clerical or 
professional, laborer or manager are 
broad occupational classificatons. More 
refined classifications are provided in 
census data every ten years. 


Between 1950 and 1970, the 
Department of Commerce provided 
comparable occupational categories for 
census data. In 1980, however, the 


previous categories were modified to 
conform to _ standard occupational 
Classifications adopted by the federal 
government in 1977. Therefore, 1950 to 
1970 occupational data are easily 
compared, whereas 1980 data must be 
examined separately. 


The 1980 occupational classifi- 
cations divided the employed residents of 
an area into the 13 categories listed 
below.

Occupations of Marin Residents, 1980 


In 1980, managerial, professional, 
administrative support and sales were 
the major occupations of working Marin 
residents. These four occupations 
accounted for 63% of the employed 
workers in Marin. 


San Mateo County had the most 
occupational similarities: to Marin in 
1980. In| San Mateo, managerial, 
professional, administrative support and 
sales accounted for 71% of the county's 
employed workers. San Mateo had a 
higher percentage of administrative 
support workers than Marin. Marin, on 
the other hand, had higher percentages 
of managerial and professional workers 
than San Mateo. 
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Marin County had the _ highest 
percentage (38%) of resident workers 
employed in managerial and professional 
occupations in the Bay Area in 1980. 
Sonoma was the only county with a 
higher percentage of sales workers than 
Marin. Marin also had the lowest 1980 
percentages of technicians, machine 
operators, transportation workers, and 
laborers in the region. These percentage 
figures indicate the relative  pre- 
dominance of the professionals and 
managers in the Marin labor force and 
the relative lack of technical and 
production workers.

In 1980, Marin residents were primarily employed in managerial, professional, and administrative support occupations. 


Occupations of Marin Residents, 
1950 - 1970 


In 1950, professionals, managers, 
craftpersons, and clerical positions were 
the four dominant occupational groups 
for Marin County residents. These four 
occupational categories accounted for 
61.1% of the total occupations for Marin 
residents. Twenty years later, in 1970, 
these same four occupational classi- 
fications comprised 67.9% of the local 
labor force. 


managers and 
clerical workers all increased in their 
percentage shares during these two 
decades, while craftpersons decreased 
from 14.9% in 1950 to 9.0% in 1970. The 
declining occupational significance of 
craftpersons was contrasted with an 
increasing number of sales occupations 
during the early 1960's. By 1970, sales 
workers comprised 11.5% of the local 
workforce (up from 9.8% in 1950). 


Professionals, 


During the 1950's, the number of 
women professionals, sales workers and 
service workers all doubled. Men also 
doubled their numbers as professionals 
and sales workers during the 1950's. 
Additions of women as service workers, 
however, outpaced male additions to the 
service sector 837 to 655 between 1950 
and |960. 


In the 1960's, women in Marin once 
again doubled their numbers as 
professionals and service workers. The 
numbers of women working as managers, 
craftpersons and laborers (except farms 
and mines) also doubled during these ten 
years. These occupational increases for 
women during the 1960's kept pace with 
male increases to the service worker 
occupations and outpaced percentage 


by 


increases for men_ in_ all other 
occupations. 
The leading occupational classi- 


fications for the women of Marin in 1970 
were Clerical and professional. Women 
with clerical jobs, however, numbered 
almost twice as many as women in the 
professional categories. Forty percent 
of the working women of Marin, in 1970, 
held clerical occupations. 


The 1970 data for Marin County, 
when compared with other counties in 
the Bay Area and the region as a whole, 
indicates the dominant professional and 
managerial occupational nature of the 
workers living in Marin. In 1970, 39% of 
the workers living in Marin were either 
professionals or managers. For the total 
Bay Area, in 1970, only 29.6% of the 
regional workforce was involved in 
professional or managerial positions. 
Among the 9 Bay Area counties, San 
Mateo showed the greatest occupational 
similarities to Marin and even here only 
31.2% of the local workforce was 
engaged in professional or managerial 
occupations. 


From the presentation of 1970 data 
below, it is obvious that the occupational 
composition of the Marin County work 
force was __ primarily professional, 
managerial and sales. Both craftpersons 
and operatives (e.g., heavy equipment 
operators) were occupations with low 
representation among the workers living 
in Marin. These two occupational 
categories accounted for 24% of the 
regional work force. While in Marin, 
they represented only 14% of the local 
workers.

Marin Residents and the Industries in 
Which They Work 


People living in Marin work in a 
wide variety of jobs. Industrial job 
Classifications differ from occupational 
categories in that they descibe the type 
of goods or services produced, whereas 
the occupations describe the worker's 
role in the production process. This 
section of the report describes the 
industrial job composition of the resident 
labor force of Marin, as well as that of 
the region, state, and nation. Initially, 
the proportions of employed workers in 
each industrial classification are 


compared from the local to the national 
levels of aggregation. 


In 1980, the retail, financial,* and 
health service sectors employed the 
greatest numbers of workers living in 
Marin. These three industrial sectors 
employed 38.6% of the working Marin 
County residents. By comparison, the 
total percentages of employed workers in 
the Bay Area, state, and nation who held 
jobs in these three sectors was less than 
the Marin percentage.

In terms of major employment 
sectors, Marin differed in two distinct 
ways from the other three areas. The 
Bay Area, state and nation all had more 
than 20% employment in the manufac- 
turing sector. Marin, on the other hand, 
had only 9% employment in manufac- 
turing. The other major difference was 
in the financial sector. Marin had more 
than 13% employment in the financial 
sector, while the Bay Area, state and 


nation had 8.3%, 7.1%, and 6% respec- 
tively. 


The manufacturing sector was the 
only sector, out of 14 possible sectors, 
where Marin had less than 4.4% of the 
region's workers. Only 2% of the region's 
manufacturing workers lived in Marin. 
The total regional share of workers living 
in Marin during 1980 was 4.4%.

indication of whether these additional 
retail jobs held by Marin residents were 
located in the county or elsewhere. 
Some of the retail jobs were added in 
Marin County, while others were 
available to Marin residents who were 
willing to commute outside the county. 


. The percentage of workers living in 
Marin who worked in public admin- 
istration jobs has been decreasing since 
1950. In 1950, nearly one out of every 10 
workers living in the county was 
employed in the public administration 
sector. By 1980, only one out of every 
20 workers living in the county held a job 
in public administration. The 
percentages of workers from Marin in 
the agricultural, manufacturing, commu- 
nications and _personal/entertainment 
service sectors have also been decreasing 
since 1950. 


There has been a relatively rapid 
addition of local workers to the 
financial, business/repair, health, and 
other professional service sectors since 
1950. In 1980, there were 15,458 
employed Marin workers with jobs in the 
financial sector. Thirty years earlier, in 
1950, there were only 2,516 financial 
service workers living in Marin. This 
means that every year since 1950 an 
average number of 510 local workers 
have been added to the financial sector. 
The decade of the 1970's was the period 
when the greatest average number of 
additional workers to the financial sector 
was made. These increases reflect not 
only the location of Fireman's Fund's 
operations in Marin, but also the growing 
regional and national importance of San 
Francisco as a financial center. 


Between 1950 and 1980, the num- 
ber of local workers employed in business 
and repair service jobs increased from 
1,176 to 7,833. Similarly, the number of 
health service workers increased from 
966 in 1950 to 10,437 in 1980. Mean- 
while other professional service workers 
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living in Marin increased from 1,025 to 
9,729 between 1950 and 1980. These 
three service sectors and their simul- 
taneous growth in Marin reflect a 
national trend of increasing employment 
significance in the service sectors. 
Economists and data analysts commonly 
refer to the recent growth of the service 
sector as a development characteristic 
of a "post-industrial society." 


This development characteristic of 
a so-called "post-industrial society" can 
be highlighted by showing the declining 
relative significance of those industrial 
sectors where material goods (e.g. food, 
cars, houses) are produced. In Marin, for 
example, 27% of the employed workers, 
in 1950, held jobs in either the 
agriculture, manufacturing, or construc- 
tion sectors. By 1980, the percentages 
of local workers employed in these three 
industrial sectors had fallen to 17%. 
Similarly, for the nation these three 
employment sectors declined from 47.5% 
in 1950 to 32.3% in 1980. The growth of 
the service sectors and the relative 
decline of these three industrial sectors 
have dramatically changed the employ- 
ment composition of Marin and the rest 
of the nation since 1950. 


Despite these trends, the greatest 
employment gains in the Bay Area during 
the 1970's were in the manufacturing 
sector. More than 23,000 manufacturing 
jobs per year were added in the Bay Area 


employment base since 1970. Marin's 
average annual addition of (249 
manufacturing employees since 1970 


accounted for only |.1% of the total Bay 
Area growth. 
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The retail, financial, health service, and manufacturing sectors were the largest employers of Marin County residents.

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JOBS AVAILABLE IN MARIN COUNTY 


Job Opportunities in Marin 


This section of the report evaluates 
jobs available in the county = and 
compares these jobs to the employment 
needs of county residents. If the people 
who live in Marin cannot find jobs which 
meet their professional and financial 
needs, they must commute out of the 
county to find work, 


In 1980, there were approximately 
119,000 employed workers living in Marin 
County. At this time there were only 
74,000 jobs in the county. Therefore, 
even if every job in the county had been 
held by a resident of Marin, nearly 
45,000 workers would have had to leave 
the county to find work. 


Not all jobs in the county, however, 
were held by county residents in 1980. 
The Metropolitain Transportation 
Commission (1981) recently conducted a 
survey which indicated that nearly 20% 
of the 1980 jobs in Marin were held by 
people commuting into Marin from 
elsewhere in the Bay Area. This means 
that only 60,000, or half of the working 
residents of Marin County, held jobs in 
Marin County during | 980. 


In the following table the number 
of jobs available in Marin (by each 
industrial sector) are compared to the 
numbers of resident workers who could 
fill these jobs. This 1980 data indicated 
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that 5 out of 20 jobs in Marin were in the 
retail sector. Another 4 out of 20 jobs 
were in either the financial or health 
service sectors. Therefore, nearly half 
the 1980 jobs in the county were in the 
retail, financial, or health service fields. 


Only in the retail sector were there 
enough jobs in 1980 to employ the 
number of retail workers living in Marin 
County. In every other sector there 
were more workers than jobs available. 
The greatest mismatches were in the 
agricultural and other professional 
service sectors. 


Since nearly one out of every 10: 


employed workers in Marin, in 1980, was 
employed in the professional service 
sector, there was a significant mismatch 
in this field of employment. For every 
professional service job in Marin there 
were at least three Marin County 
residents who might have been able to 
fill the position. Obviously, most of the 
1980 Marin residents who were working 
in the other professional service sector 
had to leave the county to find work. 


In upcoming reports from the Marin 
County Planning Department this jobs 
match analysis will be continued. The 
upcoming reports will detail commute 
patterns and the employment earning 
potentials of jobs available in Marin. 
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In 1980, only the retail sector in Mairn County had enough jobs to employ all the retail workers living in the county. Every 
other industrial sector in Marin had fewer jobs than there were resident workers.
